In  Memoriam 


Dr.  Jeanette  T.  Wright 
September  8,  1927  -  March  8,  1994 


Dr.  [eanette  T.  (Tornow)  Wright,  66,  president  of  Bay  Path  College  since  1979,  died  in  her 
home  at  Empsall  Hall  on  the  college  campus  on  Tuesday,  March  8,  1994.  Born  in  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  she  had  been  associated  with  the  college  since  1958,  serving  as  a  psychology  pro- 
fessor, department  chair,  dean  of  students,  and  vice  president  and  dean  of  the  college  as  well 
as  her  L5  \  ears'  service  as  president. 

Dr.  Wright  earned  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  in  psychology  from  The  George  Wash- 
ington University  and  the  Ed.D.  degree  in  educational  psychology  from  Boston  University. 
In  19S6,  she  was  a  Fulbright  Scholar  to  the  People's  Republic  of  China.  A  licensed  psycholo- 
gist in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  she  maintained  a  private  practice  in  psychother- 
apy for  many  years. 

A  former  member  of  the  Education  Task  Force  and  a  commissioner  for  the  Governor's 
Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women,  she  also  served  as  a  member  of  several  evaluation 
teams  for  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  the  State  of  Connecticut  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. 

She  was  a  member  of  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  the  national  honorary  education  fraternity;  a 
board  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Independent  Colleges  and  Universities  and  of 
the  New  England  Junior  and  Community  College  Council;  a  member  and  former  president  of 
the  National  Council  of  Independent  Junior  Colleges;  a  member  of  the  Western  Massachu- 
setts American  Personnel  and  Guidance  Association;  a  fellow  of  the  Massachusetts  Psycho- 
logical Association;  and  a  member  of  the  American  Psychological  Association. 

Locally,  Dr.  Wright  was  a  board  member  and  former  board  chair  of  the  Carew  Hill  Girls' 
Club,  and  was  New  England  regional  chairperson  and  a  national  board  member  of  Girls' 
Clubs  of  America  in  1970-71.  A  member  of  the  Women's  Division  of  the  Greater  Springfield 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Women's  Symphony  League,  and  the  Western  Massachusetts 
Brotherhood/Sisterhood  of  the  National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews,  she  was  a  cor- 
porator of  Baystate  Medical  Center  and  The  MacDuffie  School,  and  a  director  and  former 
president  of  the  Automobile  Club  of  Pioneer  Valley.  Previously,  she  served  as  a  board  mem- 
ber of  the  Springfield  Boys'  Club,  as  vice  president  of  the  Springfield  Mental  Health  Associa- 
tion, as  corporator  of  the  Springfield  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  as  trustee  of  the  Springfield 
Y.W.C.A.,  as  board  member  of  the  Springfield  Adult  Education  Council,  and  as  a  trustee  and 
director  of  Community  Savings  Bank. 

Dr.  Wright  was  the  recipient  of  the  Meritorious  Achievement  Award  for  significant  ac- 
complishment in  educational  administration  and  listed  in  Outstanding  Educators  in  America. 
She  received  a  Golden  Boy  Award  from  the  Boys'  Clubs  of  America  and  the  National  Award 
on  Advocacy  for  Girls  from  Girls'  Clubs  of  America.  In  1986,  she  was  named  one  of  18  of 
America's  most  effective  college  presidents  in  a  study  conducted  by  the  Council  for  the  Ad- 
vancement and  Support  of  Education,  funded  by  Exxon  Foundation.  As  such,  she  was  asked 
to  write  a  chapter  entitled  "Conditions  for  Effectiveness"  in  the  book,  Leaders  on  Leadership: 
The  College  Presidency,  published  by  Jossey-Bass  in  1988.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

Regardless  of  the  number  of  degrees  that  anyone  achieves,  education  is  never  complete  and  is  indeed  a  lifelong 
process.

Regardless  of  the  career  that  you  have  chosen,  there  will  unquestionably  be  a  necessity  to  increase  or  expand  your 
skills  and  knowledge  in  order  to  maintain  currency  in  the  marketplace  both  now  and  in  the  future.  Your  Bay  Path 
education  has  given  you  an  excellent  foundation  on  which  to  build  and  adapt  to  new  requirements. 

A  college  education  is  designed  not  solely  as  preparation  for  the  workplace.  Your  Bay  Path  education  will  influ- 
ence your  lives  in  ways  too  many  to  count — in  your  enjoyment  of  leisure,  your  involvement  in  the  community,  your 
devotion  to  family,  your  feelings  of  confidence  and  self- worth.
